Year-end 
accounting 
shows 
money left 
over in NOTL 
town coffers

Treasurer Brenda 
Garrett had some good 
news to present at last 
week’s special council 
meeting—thanks to a 
number of factors, the 
town ended 2012 with a 
surplus of $384,126. 


With representatives 
of overseer KPMG in 
the council chamber, 
Garrett told councillors 
the Town of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake’s year-end 
accounting was consid¬ 
ered by the experts to 
be a fair representation 
of what had occurred, 
which is the news the 
finance department 
always hopes to hear. 

For the third year in 
a row, Garrett said, a 
healthy operating sur¬ 
plus was realized, and 
as a wrap-up to the 
accounting year, 
explained the funds 
would be transferred to 
three reserves: $250,000 
for tax rate stabiliza¬ 
tion, $17,052 to for the 


building stabilization 
reserve and $117,074 to 
support future capital 
projects. 

The savings were 
attributed to revised 
financial reporting pro¬ 
cedures and an effort 
by staff to keep depart¬ 
mental spending levels 
to an minimum. 

“Several years ago, 
council gave staff very 
clear direction that we 
were looking for greater 
operational efficiencies 
and a tighter rein on 
spending,” said Lord 
Mayor Dave Eke. 

“On behalf of coun¬ 
cil, I congratulate staff 
for their responsible 
use of taxpayer dol-

Local family could use our help 


There are no words to express the gen¬ 
erosity of this community, says Liza 
VandeLaar, who with her husband Tim and 
four teens lost their home in Garrison 
Village to a fire a month ago. 

She and Tim are both life-long Niagara- 
on-the-Lake natives, and have seen the 
community spring into action when help is 
needed, as all of us have. 

But none of us ever imagine the com¬ 
munity might one day come together to 
help us or our family. 

It’s different, she says, to be on the 
receiving end—strange, but wonderful, 
and not at all surprising. 

Liza and Tim always knew they would 
raise their family here, in town, where thy 
both grew up, but it never would have 
occurred to them Just how important this 
community would be to them. 

Thankfully, the smoke detectors did 
their work the early morning of Saturday, 
March 30, and the family escaped 
unharmed, but lost everything in the blaze, 
which destroyed the house they were rent¬ 
ing. 

They say, to themselves and others, 
over and over, that they know how fortu¬ 
nate they are. That what they lost is just 
stuff. But stuff, when you have four teens to 
look after, is helpful to have. 

Since that Saturday morning, the family 
has seen nothing but generosity, loving 
and kindness, from friends, neighbours, 
and even complete strangers. 

Liza even had a visit from her kinder¬ 
garten teacher, who stopped by to give her 
a hug. 

Tim works as a chef, and Liza runs a 
daycare, which she is now operating from 
the home of her mother-in-law, Margo, 
and where the family has been staying 
since the fire. The kids sleep where ever 
they can—couches and chairs are called 
into use. Tim and Liza are sleeping on a 
futon, and although the circumstances 
aren’t ideal, they know how very fortunate 
they are to have Margo open her home and 
to be able to keep their family all together, 
until they can find a suitable home to rent 
in the area—leaving town is not an option 
for them. 

But their rental insurance will not 
replace everything that was lost, and the 


community is rallying to help one of their 

A VandeLaar Family Trust Account was 
opened at the Meridian Credit Union, and 
the parishioners of St. Vincent de Paul 
Church are holding a chili dinner fund¬ 
raiser for the family Wednesday, May 15 at 
the parish hall on Davy SL 

It is a joint effort by the St. Vincent de 
Paul Parish, the church’s Catholic Women’s 
League and the Holy Name Society, which 
is the men's organization. 

Margo VandeLaar and her husband Bill, 
who died earlier this year, were married in 
that church, as were Tim and Liza. 

The fundraiser, from 4 to 7 p.m., will 
include chili, caesar salad and baguettes, 
with coffee, tea, water and juice included. 
A vegetarian chili will also be available. 
Tickets are $10 per person, with eat-in and 
take-out options. There will also be a bake 
sale, 50/50 draw, and a Wishing Well for 
donations. The chili and salad are being 
prepared by the chef from the Moffat, the 
baguettes are being provided by the NOTL 
Golf Club, and water and juice is being 
donated by Hendrik's Valu-mart. 

There will also be a silent auction. The 
bidding began this weekend, with items 
being displayed near the entrance area of 
the church, and will be completed at the 
chili dinner fundraiser, with bids being 
closed at 6:30 p.m. Items include a framed 
sketch, collector plate and 2014 calendar 
from the Trisha Romance Gallery; a framed 
print, an unframedprint, and two unframed 
mini-prints from the Doug Forsythe 
Gallery, several gift baskets and gift certifi¬ 
cates from local businesses, and other 
donated items.

None of us ever imagines we or our 
loved ones could find ourselves in a situa¬ 
tion where help is needed.

A truly open and trans¬ 
parent Niagara Health 
System would openly pub¬ 
lish all costs and expenses, 
and avoid burying board 
costs within some overhead 
or administrative number. 

Did I perhaps miss some 
public announcement that 
does disclose the compen¬ 
sation for the board of 
directors?

ing a scandal that followed 
them all for the rest of their 

Although she fictional¬ 
ized conversation, the 
characters and their rela¬ 
tionships were thoroughly 


researched and based on 
what she learned about 

What I expected to be a 
discussion about a book 
was so much better. 
Humphreys read some 
selections—the funny bits, 
intended, I think, to make 
us understand why she— 
unlike his biographers, 
those who knew him, and I 
would add, most people 
who read the book—liked 
him. Those who hadn't 
read it, I would expect, 
have by now. 

The discussion was 
more about why she chose 
to write that particular 
novel, which turned out to 
be as interesting as the 


book itself, and about her 
travels while researching 

I look forward to the 
next session, with Giles 
Blunt and Until the Night, 
at Coyote's Run Estate 
Winery. 

And in the meantime, I 
have more of Humphreys' 
books to discover, and a 
new favourite wine to 
enjoy while reading—a 
savignon blanc by Small

Council gives nod to 
88-plus apartments

Old Town residents living 
in 19 homes on Anne St. 
don’t want 142 neighbours— 
that message was clear to 
council as they wrestled with 
a proposal for a four-storey 
apartment building on Anne 
St. 

Council’s answer was to 
propose somewhere in the 
neighbourhood of 88 to 105 

After several public 
meetings and some revisions 
by the developer to deal 
with neighbours’ concerns, a 
modified proposal for 142 
units was before council 
Monday. The developer had 
already reduced the height 
of the building and the num¬ 
ber of units from an earlier 
plan for a five-storey build¬ 
ing, and had gone back to 
the drawing board in an 
attempt to come up with 
something residents might 
accept. 

The apartment building 
will replace homes on three 
properties known locally as 
the Sentineal houses and 
horse bam. 

The 142-unit apartment 
building before council 
Monday is smaller than 
originally proposed, with 
underground parking and 
larger setbacks, a redesigned 
entrance and f urther setback 
to a portion of the building 
to make it look a little less 
massive from the street. 

Although councillors said 
they understand neighbours 
have no interest in an apart¬ 
ment building in their back¬ 
yards, the majority argued 
in favour of asking the 
developer to reduce the 
number of units to some¬ 
where between 88 and 105, 
to reflect the middle ground 
of medium density, rather 
than the high end of 142 

The rationalization was 
that rejecting the project 
outright, as neighbours 
would wish, could mean that 
the developer would take 
his original proposal, with¬ 
out some of the compro¬ 
mises that have been offered, 
to the Ontario Municipal 

With the property already 
zoned for medium density, 
and the town staff recom¬ 


mending the 142 units, coun¬ 
cil would be hard-pressed to 
defend their decision to 
reject it, argued some coun¬ 
cillors, who felt they would 
be on firm ground with a 
proposal that stays within 
the zoning. 

“Once it leaves this coun¬ 
cil table and goes to the 
OMB council has no say in 
the final decision,” said 
Counc. Gary Zalepa. 

“In the past we’ve ended 
up with developments that 
don’t fit and caused us all 
kinds of grief” 

By specifying a number 
of units, council has sent a 
clear message that they want 
a reduced density and are 
trying to keep the conversa¬ 
tion going with the devel¬ 
oper, said Zalepa. 

Councillors Martin 
Mazza, Jamie King, Terry 
Flynn and Dennis Dick 
voted against the compro¬ 
mise of reduced density, 
honouring the residents’ 
rejection of an apartment 
building in their backyard. 

“Eighty-eight is still a big, 
massive, huge building for a 
neighbourhood that has 19 
homes,” said Counc. Mazza. 

“That’s big, too big. 
Neighbours don’t want that. 
They don’t want four sto¬ 
reys, they don’t want people 
looking down into their 

“The gulf is enormous,” 
agreed Kmg, adding he’s not 
confident there could be a 
compromise that would be 
acceptable to residents and 
the developer. 

Zalepa agreed he’s heard 
the message from residents 
who don’t like the idea of an 
apartment building in their 
neighbourhood. But the 
property, he reminded coun¬ 
cil, is zoned for medium 
density. 

“That’s the reality of the 
property today. It’s a great 
position to have, that people 
don’t want it, but it’s not 
going to last a second 
defending it.

Andrews Glen 
have been waiting 
a long time for 
completion of the 

the original owner

The chairs are essential 
in helping some palliative 
care patients remain in 
their home, she says. 

They lift up to an 
upright position so that 
care-givers don’t have to 
lift the patient, and they 
recline to allow the patient 
to sleep comfortably. 

Walls also delivers the 
chairs and picks them up, 


says Mactaggart. 

"These chairs are huge¬ 
ly heavy. To have them 
close by, stored here in 
town, and to have them 
delivered and set up for 
us, is so important. The 
chairs allow a lot of people 
to stay at home longer, 
hopefully forever. Thanks 
to Walls, we can lend them 
out free of charge when 
we know someone who 
needs one. We just pick up 
a phone and we know it 
will be looked after.” 

She says the Town of 
NOTL helps by giving the 
service a discretionary 
grant that pays for volun¬ 
teer education, as does a 
donation from the Real 
Estate Association of 
Niagara Region. 

The Foster Hewitt 
Foundation has been sup¬ 
porting local palliative 
care for the last eight 
years, she says, and its 
donation allows money to 
be spent on administra¬ 
tion, including paying a 


salary for an employee 
who helps out one day a 
week. It also supports the 
small apartment the ser¬ 
vice keeps for out-of-town 
relatives visiting palliative 
care patients, allowing 
them to stay close by for 
as long as necessary with¬ 
out having to pay for a 
hotel room. 

“Without all of these 
generous donations, we’d 
have to do major fundrais¬ 
ing, but we’re very fortu¬ 
nate to live here and be 
able to count on help so 
that we can focus on what 
we do."

Pedal Pushers cycle for palliative care 


Terry Mactaggart isn't 
crazy about riding her 
bicycle on busy roads, but 
she is geared up to ride 
through the streets of 
Mississauga for a cause 
dear to her heart. 

The program co-ordi- 
nator for the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Palliative Care 
Service doesn’t do a lot of 
fundraising—the service 
is generously supported 
by local businesses, in- 
memoriam donations and 
a Town grant, but this par¬ 
ticular event seems tailor- 
made to suit the volunteer 
organization she has 
headed up for almost two 
decades.

Cafe at winery fills void of close-by eateries in rural area

Caroline Cellars Winery 
has a rich history of provid¬ 
ing wine and food to their 
guests and customers. 

So it was only natural to 
open the Farmhouse Caf6, 
which operates during the 
summer months. 

"We’re a family owned 
and operated business, and 
we have a tradition of 
always providing food and 
drink to the people who 
came over. This carried over 


into our business, it Just felt 
natural to us and is near 
and dear to our hearts,” said 
Justine Lakeit of Caroline 
Cellars. 

The cafe opened in June 
2012 and received a lot of 
compliments from the peo¬ 
ple who came through the 
winery. Now in their sec¬ 
ond year operating the cafe, 
Lakeit said they’re really 
looking forward to provid¬ 
ing people with wine and 

“We’re out in a rural 
area, so there isn’t a lot of 
places for people to eat. The 
cafe is a really relaxed win¬ 


ery restaurant. Some of the 
foods can be prepared 
quickly and we have some 
great options. There’s also a 
covered patio that people 
enjoyed a lot last year,” said 
Lakeit. 

The Farmhouse Cafe 
hired Niagara-on-the-Lake 
chef Matt Jones to provide 
the food. 

The story of the winery 
goes back to 1978 when 
Rick and Frieda Lakeit pur¬ 
chased a 50-acre vineyard 
on Line 2 in NOTL, with 
some help from Rick’s 
mother, Caroline. At the 
time, Rick and Frieda were 


in their early 20s, but both 
had grown up on local vine¬ 
yards and had a passion for 
the industry and vision of 
their own farm. 

After the birth of their 
four children, the 50 acres 
became difficult for the two 
of them to manage with 
such a young family, so they 
sold 24 acres to a neigh¬ 
bouring farmer. 

This was the time that 
they began to replant vin- 
ifera grapes, which were 
more suited to winemaking 
than some of the grapes 
that were planted on the 
farm when they purchased 


the property. 

The grapes that were 
produced on the vineyard 
were then sold to local win¬ 
eries. 

The farm was in transi¬ 
tion for many years and 
Rick and Frieda grew vege¬ 
tables as well, developing a 
loyal following for their 
tomatoes. 

In 2000, after many years 
in the grape-growing indus¬ 
try, Rick decided it was time 
to take a big leap and build 
a winery of his own. 
Construction of Caroline 
Cellars Winery began in 
2000 and was complete in 


August 2002. 

They take pride in their 
four generations of grape¬ 
growing tradition, both in 
Germany and Canada. All 
their wines are made on¬ 
site from grapes that are 
grown on their farmland. 

The winery celebrated 
their 10th year anniversary 
last August, and Lakeit said 
having an onsite restaurant 
was always something that 
they wanted to work 
toward. 

“We're very proud to 
have it up and running and 
to carry our tradition of 
wine and dine," she said.

It seems that unless a dog is 
harmed, there is nothing to be 

“I really hope there’s nothing 
wrong with this food,” says Carter. 

"I don’t think there is. I just can’t 
think why someone would leave it 
there. Maybe they think they're 
being kind by feeding the wildlife. 
But if so they need to know that’s 
misguided. It’s not a good idea to 
leave food out to attract animals.” 

There are raccoons in the area, 
and a coyote has been spotted 
nearby, as have foxes.

After the capture of York, 
the Capitol ofUpper Canada, 
on April 27, 1813, many 
anticipated the next 
American assault to be on 
Fort George.

At daybreak on May 27, 
5,000 U.S. troops boarded 
150 navy vessels and under 
the cover of fog, sailed 
toward the mouth of the 
Niagara River and the adja¬ 
cent lake shore.

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We need to be more careful what we put into our bodies 


Many North Americans 
will unknowingly fell into a 
trap during 2013. 

Moreover, as medical 
treatment progresses every 
year, more of such conse¬ 
quences are waiting to hap¬ 
pen. This week, what you 
should know about is acute 
kidney injury (AKI). 

The kidneys, not the 
bowel, comprise the body's 
main disposal system. Like a 
chemist, each day they con¬ 
trol water balance, keeping 
blood neither too acid nor too 
alkaline, help in the produc¬ 
tion of red blood cells, and 
every 30 minutes filter all of 
our blood. 

A report from Johns 
Hopkins Hospital says that 20 
million Americans suffer 
from chronic kidney disease. 
Kidney dysfunction can 
develop silendy for many 
years. But AKI can appear

suddenly and be life-threat¬ 
ening, primarily affecting 
people over 60 years of age. 

Unintended consequenc¬ 
es that trigger AKI come from 
a variety of sources. The big 
one is infection and today it’s 
a major problem for hospital 
patients. The few times I’ve 
been confined to hospital I’ve 
counted my blessings that I 


left without an infection. 

Many are not so lucky. 
Following hip replacement or 
bypass heart surgery, infec¬ 
tion may require the pro¬ 
longed use of antibiotics. But 
life-saving drugs can also 
injure the kidneys’ filtering 
system, the one million 
nephrons which stretch out 
70 miles long. 

I found one part of the 
Hopkins study hard to believe. 
According to Karl L Womer, 
Director of the Transplant 
Nephrology Clinic, 5% of all 
hospital patients develop 
acute kidney injury. This fig¬ 
ure can escalate to 23% for 
those in intensive care areas 
and jumps to 30% if you’re 
scheduled for cardiac sur¬ 
gery. 

That’s enough to make 
anyone run for the woods. 
But it’s the price we pay for 
progress. Today more inva¬ 


sive diagnostic procedures 
are being done requiring the 
insertion of catheters and the 
injection of dyes. These pro¬ 
cedures are performed with 
great care, but hovering over¬ 
head is the risk of infection. 

So how can you decrease 
the risk of developing AKI? 
The tragedy is repeated over 
and over when people rush 
into surgical procedures 
when their quality of life is 
minimally affected. 

But it’s not just hospital 
infections that result in badly 
injured kidneys. A huge num¬ 
ber of North Americans of all 
ages commit even greater 
folly, the chronic misuse of 
so-called minor painkillers 
that can slowly damage kid¬ 
neys. It’s easy to see how it 
happens. People have been 
brain-washed by pharma- 
ceuhcal companies into 
believing there’s no need to
